Our  lists  are  consequently 
not  so  lengthy  (and,  therefore,  not  so  confusing)  as 
is  customary  in  most  Rose  catalogs,  but  one  has 
the  advantage  of  knowing  that  there  are  less  of 
what  one  might  term  the  second  and  third  rate  roses 
to  eliminate,  but  all  of  the  first  rate  sorts  to  choose 
from. 


NEW  VARIETIES 

We  have  devoted  much  time  and  care  to  the  se¬ 
lecting  and  testing  of  the  New  Sorts  (listed  at  the 
beginning  of  the  catalogue)  which  include  many 
varieties  of  rare  outline  and  color,  not  previously 
offered  to  American  Rose  lovers.  The  descriptions 
cover,  as  accurately  as  possible,  the  characteristics 
they  have  shown  in  field  trial. 

All  the  varieties  offered  have  been  selected  with 
the  greatest  care, — color,  hardiness,  vigor,  and  their 
behaviour  in  the  garden  under  varying  climatic  and 
soil  conditions — being  points  we  have  carefully  noted, 
before  including  them. 

All  are  field-grown,  budded  stock,  bushy  well- 
branched  with  abundance  of  good  roots. 

Selections — As  many  of  the  new  roses  are  not 
available  in  large  quantities,  while,  again,  we  may 
be  sold  out  of  certain  sorts  as  the  season  advances, 
we  urge  our  customers  to  give  us  a  second  choice 
for  each  variety  when  ordering.  Where  this  is  not 
done,  we  ask  the  privilege  of  substituting  another 
variety  of  our  own  selection,  as  near  in  color  and 
habit  to  the  kind  first  chosen.

Ariel.  A  curious  blend  orange  flame  and  amber, 
with  a  crimson  center.  A  wonderful  color  and 
a  remarkable  rose.

Angele  Pernet  (Pernetiana).  Rich,  reddish  orange, 
shaded  with  chrome  and  reddish  apricot;  one  of 
the  brightest  and  best  of  the  new  roses. 

Aspirant  Marcel  Rouyer.  Long,  shapely  bud  that 
develops  into  a  good-sized  double  flower  with 
heavy  shell-like  petals.  Color:  deep  apricot 
tinted  red  at  centre,  reverse  of  petals  shaded 
salmon-flesh.  A  vigorous  grower. 

Betty  Uprichard.  A  pretty  combination  of  colors, 
inner  face  of  petals  delicate  salmon-pink  to  car¬ 
mine,  outside  glowing  carmine  with  coppery 
sheen  and  orange  suffusion;  well-formed  me¬ 
dium-sized  flowers  of  good  substance  and  sweet 
scented. 

Betty.  Coppery  rose,  overspread  with  golden  yel¬ 
low. 

Capt.  F.  Bald.  Velvety  crimson. 

Charles  K.  Douglas.  Crimson-scarlet. 

Cheerful.  Shining  orange-flame  flowers  with  orange 
markings  at  base. 

Columbia.  A  lively  and  beautiful  pink. 

Comte  G.  De  Rochemur.  Bright  scarlet. 

Constance.  Orange  buds,  streaked  with  crimson. 

Duchess  of  Wellington.  Saffron  -  yellow  flowers, 
stained  with  crimson.

A  beautiful  bud  developing  into  a 
full  double  flower  of  ideal  form,  carried  on  rigid 
stems.  Color  a  deep  glowing  pink. 

Etoile  de  Feu.  Very  large,  full  double  globular 
flower  of  a  salmon-pink  color,  shaded  with 
flame. 

Feu  Joseph  Looymans.  Long-pointed  buds,  large  full 
flowers,  yellow  with  vivid  apricot,  particularly 
brilliant  at  the  centre.  Entirely  distinct  and 
novel. 

Felicity.  A  beautiful  shade  of  mallow-pink  shading 
to  cerise  at  the  edges,  with  a  soft,  creamy  suf¬ 
fusion  at  the  base  of  the  petals. 

Flammenrose.  Orange-yellow. 

Florence  Pemberton.  Creamy  white,  suffused  light 
pink. 

Francis  Scott  Key.  Rich  crimson  red.  It  is  of  im¬ 
mense  size  with  many  petals. 

Frank  S.  Dunlop.  Canadian  rose  of  brilliant  dark 
pink  color. 

General  Mac  Arthur.  Velvety  scarlet,  shading  to 
bright  crimson. 

George  C.  Waud.  An  improved  outdoor  “American 
Beauty,”  a  better-colored  flower. 

Golden  Emblem.  Clear,  yellow  rose.  Buds  some¬ 
times  have  flames  of  crimson. 

Gruss  an  Teplitz.  Gives  clear  crimson  -  scarlet 
flowers. 

Hadley.  Bright  red  flowers  of  good  form. 

Harry  Kirk.  This  is  the  much  desired  clear  yellow. 

Hoosier  Beauty.  Long,  slender  bud;  large  full  bloom 
of  crimson. 

H.  V.  Machin.  Scarlet-crimson,  shaded  darker. 

Imperial  Potentate.  Clear  shining  rose-pink,  with 
silvery  pink  reverse;  very  fragrant;  buds  are 
beautifully  formed,  and  large,  well-shaped 
double  flowers. 

Independence  Day.  Coppery  Yellow.  Excellent. 

Irish  Elegance.  Single  flowers  of  orange-scarlet, 
changing  to  apricot. 

Irish  Fireflame.  Long,  pointed  buds.  Orange 
splashed  crimson;  single  flowers. 

Isobel.  Single  flowers  of  rich  crimson,  flushed 
orange-scarlet.

Kaiserin  Augusta  Victoria.  Large,  full  blooms  of 
creamy  white. 

Killarney.  Lovely  flesh-color,  shaded  white  suffused 
pink. 

Killarney  Brilliant.  A  much  improved  “Killarney”, 
with  more  color. 

Killarney  Queen.  A  distinct,  clear  pink. 

Killarney,  Double  White.  Similar  to  the  famous 
“Killarney”  in  size;  snow  white. 

Konigin  Carola.  Soft,  satiny  rose,  with  heavy  mark¬ 
ing  of  silvery  white  on  reverse  side  of  the 
petals. 

La  France.  Exquisite  variation  from  bright  pink  to 
silvery  pink.

Lady  Ashtown.  Pale  carmine-pink  shading  to  golden 
yellow  at  the  base  of  petals. 

Lady  Hillingdon.  Clear  apricot-yellow  flowers. 

Lady  Pirrie.  Large,  well-formed  flowers  pointed 
and  higher  at  center,  showing  outside  reddish 
salmon,  flushed  lighter  inside. 

Lady  Ursula.  Clear,  smooth,  flesh  pink  flowers. 

Laurente  Carle.  Brilliant  velvety  crimson. 

Los  Angeles.  Flame-pink  toned  with  coral  and 
shaded  yellow  at  base. 

Louise  Catherine  Breslau.  Coral  red,  shaded  with 
chrome-yellow. 

Mabel  Drew.  Deep  cream  passing  to  canary  yellow 
in  the  center.

Mme.  Alexander  Dreux.  A  brilliant  coppery  golden- 
yellow,  developing  high  centered  full  flowers, 
with  reflexed  petals  of  deep  yellow  splashed 
with  orange.
